The 'CiUzens Committee for 
Better Roads recently adopted 
a motion recommending to the 
Board of Supervisors that the 
bond issue be- placed on the 
November ballot.

Federal Funds Sought
Passage of the $160,000,000 

bond issue by voters could re­ 
sult in receiving an additional 
$100,000,000 in matching funds 
from the federal government, 
Leon J. -Carrie, committee 
chairman, said.

The mechanics of the road- 
building and improvement pro­ 
gram would be similar to that 
of the 10S2 bond issue of $179,- 
000,000 for storm drains.

City Adopts Pool 

Schedules, Prices
: Regulatlons covering 
charges for use of thp new 
municipal plunge were adopt­ 
ed this week by the City 
Council to pave the way for 
opening the pool when facili­ 
ties are ready: Recreation Di­ 
rector Harry Van Bellehem 
hopes to announce opening 
date this week end.

Standard admission charges 
will be 50 cents for adults, 25 
cents for persons 13 to 18, 
and' 20 cents for children up 
to 12 and for a e r v i c e m e n. 
 Family night rates will be $1 
per family.

Additional schedules for les­ 
sons, private parties, and stu­ 
dents also were set up in the 
resolution adopted by the 
Council.

Private Groups
Private groups will be able 

to use the pool Saturday eve­ 
ning and Sunday morning for 
three hour periods. Prices 
will range from $40 for 
groups up to 100 persons to 
$120 far groups larger than 
300. '

Free use of the pool will be 
granted under terms of the 
resolution for handicap swim­ 
ming groups, water ballet 
classes, recreation department 
water polo team program, and

Red Cross water safety pro­ 
grams. All such uses will be 
scheduled by the director. 

Dally Schedule .
The pool will be operated 

from 0 a.m. until noon, from 
1 p.m. to 5:30, and again from 
7 p.m. to ,10 p.m., Monday 
through Friday.

Saturday and holiday sched­ 
ules will be from 10 a.m. un­ 
til 12 noon and from 1 p.m. 
to 5:30.

Sunday hours will be from 
noon until 6 p.m. 
'/ Adult swimming lessons will 
be given Monday and Tues­ 
day evenings, and Wednesday 
evenings will be reserved for 
students at Torrance's high 
schools only.

Thursday evening Is family 
night, and Friday night will 
be for adults only (18 and 
older).

Car Demolished 
By Huge Tanker

A huge General Petroleum truck tanker, a passenger 
car and a third vehicle smashed together at the 190th St. 
truck entrance to GP's refinery here at about 1:20 p.m., 
Tuesday, snuffing out the life of the car's driver, Lief
Alien Rosenberg, 23, of 204

The victim was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Harbor Gen­ 
eral Hospital following the 
crash. Witnesses said his car
was completely demolished as 
the- tanker and car met vir­ 
tually head-on. The third ve­
hicle, a General Petroleum 
pick-up truck, also was in­ 
volved in the crash..

' Raymond M. Meyers, 52, of
2101 Daisy Ave., Long Beach,
driver of the tanker, was un­
injured. Carl W. Schilling, 42,
of '6502 Gundry, Long Beach,
was driver- of the pick-up.
'Neither was cited.
- Schilling was Injured slight­
ly, according to police reports
of the accident.

The tanker was going east
on 190th, the car west on the
same street at the time of the
wreck, while the pick-up re­
portedly was attempting to
turn onto lOQth from the re­
finery, authorities said, -The
truck apparently was attempt­ 
ing a left turn. '

On Monday a car-motorcycle
collision near the same spot in­
jured Claude Taylor, 19, of
fieyes, Calif., who was driving
the cycle.. Police said the mo­
torcycle and a vehicle driven
by Richard T. Baurmann, 37,
of 1728 Esplanade, collided on
190th St.
.Taylor was taken to a local
'physician for treatment.

The victim is survived by
Us widow, Donna, and a year
old daughter, Jfenny, 1. A
spokesman for the family said
Mrs. Rosariberg was expecting
another child." He a?so Is sur­
vived by his parents, Mrs. June
Barbosa and Lief A. Rosenberg,
both of Lawndale, .and a
brother, Jerry, of the Navy.

Beasley Named
To Investigator
Job With City

Appointment of J. A- Beas­
ley, member of the city's plan­
ning commission, to a newly
created position of land use
investigator was confirmed by
a majority of th* Council here
Tuesday over tht objections
of Willys G. Blount, who
termed the appointment as
"payment M a political deal
contracted 'prior to the last
election."

Blount's objection to the ap­
pointment was based on the
fact that Beasley was being
named to the important city
post without passing a Civil
Service examination, a basic 
requirement for employment
in the city's classified system.
  Councilman Victor Benstead,
former member of the Civil
Service Commission and an
outspoken critic in the past on
all cases of appointment with­
out examination, voted to con-.
firm Beasley without com­
ment.

City Manager Stevens said
it .would take six weeks 'to
two months to create an eligi­
ble list (or the n«w 'post.
Prime responsibility . for the
new officer will be to enforce
complfance with the city's
land use ordinance, with par­
ticular emphasis on oil field
violations.

'  The need for such a" posi­
tion' was pointed out to the
Council recently by Planning
Director George Powell who
has been acting as land use
investigator in addition to his
planning duties,

School Board Looks
Over Land Parcels

. .Condemnation proceedings against a number of par­
cels of land in' the Torrance Unified School' District may 
be upcoming shortly following release of a' tentative site
acquisition list for future elementary schools in the area.

The Board of Education spent some time with 'prop­
erty Owners' Tuesday night at
its regular meeting discussing
the need of the action to ob­
tain school ground. Board
members said the next few
months will be a crucial period
in the history of the district,
since school administrators
will attempt to negotiate sites
which are rapidly becoming
scarce.

The bon'd election Oct., 9 to
put an override tax and state
loan proposal before local
voters also prompted the swift
site purchasing move.

Resignation of John T. Shea, 
vice principal at Torrance High 
School, was also revealed at 
the meeting. Shea had been a. 
local educator for some time. 

The problem over awarding
ice cream and milk bids for 
the coming school year was
finally solved. The boa-rd 
granted the milk bid to May- 
fair Creamery, while Carna­
tion Creamery got the ice 
cream contract, but only after 
a long hassle with other bid­
ders and an actual "blindfold''
test of various products by
school officials.
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
